Clerk of the Courts Roy D. Ren­ 
ner this morning listed 27 criminal 
cases for disposition at the April 
quarter .session of court which opens 
Monday morning, April 24.

HE average civilized hum an being h as no com petitor when it comes 
to the borrowing habit. T he early people of tile earth were nearly 
all creators. 
They had to be. They had to live, and this m eant th in k ­ 
ing things out. T h at kept them busy, as well. 
There are still creators — plenty of them . 
They do great things. 
But, as the same time, they keep m aking life for us all easier, m ore com­ 
plex, and less given to the hardening process of strong character build­ 
ing. This state of affairs is unfortunate in m any ways. It gives too m any 
people the opportunity to borrow notions and to bt absorbed by them. 
This world needs more unique characters, who stand alone, who think 
out things for themselves, and who accept no theory or plan th a t doesn’t 
appeal to the intelligence and to common sense. 
Second-hand notions are the food of fear. “There — but for the grace 
of God—” (and our own innate sense of courage) may be said by m ost of 
us. as we see an Im itator trying to outdo a genuine creator! 
All life is a process of continual experim entation. 
We can only 
learn by individually trying out tills and that, and form ing our own 
conclusions. 
And when we do this, these conclusions belong to us. 
We 
have something in which we m ay take pride and happiness. 
Personal 
experience is w hat gives to us clarity of thought and substantial knowl­ 
edge. 
The interesting person is th e one who “has been there,” learned in 
his own way, and stored his conclusions in the laboratory of his mind. 
Second-hand notions are usually harm ful and ipisleading. 
No book 
on nature is so convincing as the open pages before tine, w ith one’s ov/n j 
eyes reading from th e original. 
The things that we actually see and 
experience are w hat m ake up the caliber of our mind, and furnish our 
im agination — stim ulating the creative forces with us. 
Ibsen was right when he wrote that “the strongest m an in th e world 
is he who stands most alone!”

proposal, after it was explained by 
Harris 
Breth, 
of

Clearfield 
County Sportsm en’s federation 
Breth said th at under the plan 75 
stream s would be improved each year 
and the cost would not exceed that 
of a first-class hatchery. 
He sug­ 
gested employment of 150 men at 
$100 a mon*h each to restore small 
dams, pools and other places where 
trout thrive. 
He said more th an half the 35 
county leagues had endorsed the 
plan and it would be presented to 
the state fish commission when the 
balance approve. 
Breth predicted: 
“Good t r o u t 
stream s would attract enough tour­ 
ists to more than pay for the im­ 
provements. 
The plan will produce 
about 1.500 miles of the finest trout 
fishing territory in the country.” 
A legislative proposal to lim it the 
groundhog hunting season received 
support Rom another speaker. John 
M. Phillips asked support for the 
plan to set the season between July 
I and September I annually.
